-One was the Bank of Eng- 
land’s continued capture of gold ar- 
riving in the London market, which 
it was not able to do a month ago, 
and which has now raised the Bank’s 
gold holdings to a higher figure than 
that at which they stood when gold 
payments were resumed, nearly three 
years ago.
